Labor leaders feel Carter sold them 
short common-situs picketing, their 
choice for Labor Secretary and protective 
tariffs; blacks, full employment and 
urban aid; liberals, his timetable for 
reform; environmentalists, his energy 
program; Jews, Israel; Eastern Euro- 
pean ethnics, Soviet relations; subur- 
banites, inflation; doves the 
neutron bomb and the sale AWACS 
Iran; and super-patriots, the Panama 
Canal. Add this the voices business 
and farmers’ groups, which never sup- 
ported Carter the first place, and you 
have chorus disaffection. 

Recent polls confirm that the public’s 
“approval the president has 
dropped from over two-thirds positive 
just about fifty-fifty. For the first time, 
according the most recent Harris poll, 
more people disapprove than approve 
Jimmy. For president whose trump card 
congressional politics has always been 
his threat going directly the 
American people, this apparent disfavor 
further weakens his: hand.

Clearly, some problems are 
not his own making: they would have 
confronted anyone inaugurated 1977.

His performance the 
Bert Lance affair, however, discredited 
any claim zero-defect morality, and his 
inept defense made him sound much like 
the woman who averred she was “only 
little pregnant.’’ While slight majority 
those sampled recent New York 
Times-CBS News poll still believe Carter 
can restore trust, his moral authority has 
been impaired, and this turn has 
probably reduced his ability sell his 
positions such controversial issues 
energy legislation and the Panama Canal 
treaty. 

Furthermore, Carter’s cool campaign 
image had certain costs. combining his 
pragmatic, non-ideological approach 
issues with the absence any substantial 
national political record, was able 
blend variety diffuse promises into 
campaign consensus. call for 
sacrifices. And the psychobabble the 
decade repeatedly told representatives 
seemingly. conflicting interests, 
OK; OK.” Nevertheless, the 
enigmatic Georgian troubled more than 
few voters, and almost blew the 
race, conducted the University 
Center for Political Studies, 
Carter the White House today more 
acceptable (at time when 
economic concerns strengthened 
traditional party ties) than because his 
own appeal the voters.

Boston had only 
four blazes worth more than two alarms 
this September, only one all 
October. 

This caused plenty grumbling 
among Boston’s sparks, whose 
enthusiasm for watching fires rivals that 
moths.

Memorable 
old flames 


The Phoenix asked some 
most ardent fire buffs nominate the 
most notable fires the past quarter- 
century, the ones true spark would 
miss. This their list. 

November 28, 1942. The Coconut 
Grove actually burned years ago, but 
the fire included because caused the 
greatest loss life Boston fire 
history. all, 492 people died this 
five-alarm nightclub blaze. 

November 1952. Union Wharf was 
the scene classic waterfront fire, 
two-day conflagration fought from the 
water and the shore. ran five 
alarms, with fatalities. 

October 16, 1953. The aircraft carrier 
USS Leyte exploded fire 
that killed crewmen. was notable 
example shipboard fire-fighting, and 
also particular challenge fire buffs, 
since access the South Boston Naval 
Annex was tightly controlled. The 
dauntless Frank Mahoney and 
photographer, both fire gear, sailed 
through the gates, sirens blaring and 
lights flashing; they got aboard, 
scooping the competition. 

July 1958. Another five-alarm 
waterfront blaze destroyed the defunct 
Merchants and Miners steamship 
company, Northern Avenue. 

March 29, 1963. The Sherry-Biltmore 
Hotel Mass. Ave. and Boylston, now 
the Berklee College Music, caught 
fire about a.m. and went five 
alarms. Despite extraordinary aerial 
ladder work, which scores people 
were rescued from upper floors, four 
died. 

May 22, 1964. Nobody died 
Bellflower Street, but about 
Dorchester triple-deckers were lost 
spectacular firestorm warm 
afternoon. 

February 1968. Blinstrub’s, the last 
the city’s great nightclubs, burned 
the ground five-alarm fire. 
Fortunately, the place was empty. 

June 17, 1972. The four-alarm Hotel 
Vendome fire took the lives nine 
Boston firefighters (the highest toll 
Boston history} when wing the 
building collapsed. 

October 14, 1973. The general-alarm 
Chelsea fire drew fire departments 
50-mile radius, and sparks from much 
further. combination dry wooden 
buildings and stiff winds fed holocaust 
that demolished blocks two hours. 
Several local sparks think history has 
not appropriately recognized the heroic 
efforts the Lynn aerial tower crew 
who finally stopped the fire before 
could jump the bridge and ignite the rest 
the city and the adjacent Revere oil 
tanks. 

February 1976. five-alarm fire 
leveled the recycled Plant Shoe Factory 
Jamaica Plain, leaving dozens 
artists loftless.

Sicily. Coppola cut from the younger 
Vito his troubled successor, Michael, 
order dramatize how the Don’s legacy 
hypocrisy and crime helped rot his 
soul. Corruption had been 
infectious, passing from father son and 
from family family, until entered the 
atmosphere the Corleones’ adopted 
country.

Simon Gray had grown pizza 
instead Parsifal, might have writ- 
ten The Wager instead Otherwise En- 
gaged. this facile contemporary com- 
edy Mark Medoff combines 
favorite theme, emotional atrophy, with 
malaise and humor.

Back, for which best- 
known, Medoff updated and skewed the 
legend the gun-totin’ hombre this 
instance Vietnam vet with chip his 
shoulder who rides into town, terror- 
izes all and sundry, then disappears 
cloud dust, leaving his captives cower- 
ing and profoundly changed. The 
Wager, this dextrous young playwright 
turns not archetype but cliche its ear, 
transforming perhaps ultimate dra- 
matic banality the marital triangle 
into weird, wedlocked trapezoid. Pre- 
dictably enough, geeky PhD forfeits 
neurotic young spouse cocky Phys 
door. However, the fourth 
component here smug, supercilious

Wager begins promisingly, with 
Leeds stepping out the cheap modern 
apartment frame deliver scene-set- 
ting lecture complete with blackboard 
diagrams. shame that Medoff aban- 
dons this distancing device quickly, re- 
treating into his box set and sometimes 
belabored games-people-play. Yet The 
Wager too often falls headlong into the 
OK, OK” triteness means 
parody, also shrewd and witty. Its 
curricular quartet amusingly 
though not rigidly caricatured 
preclude empathy. fact, Medoff has 
succeeded making their petty humilia- 
tions both funny and touching even, 
the case mock basketball game 
played without ball any semblance 
fairness, sportingly metaphoric.

Jim Hall’s three SRO nights 
Sandy’s last week proved once again 
more proof actually necessary that 
the Boston area remains the guitar- 
capital. Bassist Red Mitchell, in- 
vestigating the home scene after nine 
years Sweden, served the other half 
Hall’s duo; observed that the in- 
tensely appreciative audiences 
were indicative American listeners 
whole, perhaps was time move back. 
Club owner Sandy Berman, who 
his remote North Shore location 
destroy more than one imaginative book- 
ing, also noted the seriousness his 
patrons. didn’t just happen 
wander into this said. 

The crowds had turned out because 
Jim Hall one the great jazz guitarists, 
and appeared the area for 
several years. His round, quietly envelop- 
ing sound the most non-electric 
all electric guitarists only the most 
obvious aspect approach which 
thrives avoiding the obvious. Where 
most guitarists rely time-tested solo 
patterns (rapid single-string runs, in- 
evitable octave chordal climaxes, 
amplified effects), Hall likes mix his 
attack. Melodic filigree, broken field 
modulations key phrases, chords 
struck with either harplike gentility 
emphatic terseness and occasional bent 
notes all blend convincingly into lucid 
statements. Grandstanding out the 
question, for Hall’s lines often grow 
quieter they become more intense. 
Cliche almost rare; one particularly 
fine unaccompanied chorus 
After contained perhaps two bars 
what might considered recognizable 
licks, which left uncommon amount 
truly spontaneous material. 

Last Sunday night Hall stressed the 
chordal side his style more than have 
heard him the past, perhaps response 
the duo setting. His blocks sound 
slid effortlessly and down the fret-

already possible, think, see 
1977 turning point the history 
rock roll. This not simply matter 
the best rock ‘n’ roll’s longer being 
the most popular situation which ex- 
isted the late but has not been true 
for least five years. No, the difference 
1977 that the most important fig- 
ures the last half-dozen years the 
Band, Van Morrison, the Rolling Stones, 
Steely Dan and Rod Stewart, for in- 
stance are longer producing the 
most important rock roll. This isn’t 
say that their new albums have value. 
Islands, Period Transition, Love You 
Live, Aja and Foot Loose 
Fancy Free (which has just been released 
Warner Bros.) are not records easily 
dismissed punk’s churlish smirk. But 
all are characterized sense strug- 
gle, sense that their ideas have run their 
course. they fail and all them 
some basic way not because their 
creators were content merely grind out 
product. 

Obviously, the Band and Van Morri- 
son, for example, have not recent years 
exerted enormous influence contri- 
buted much that was startling revela- 
tory. Their failure leadership (which 
not confused with decline, because 
not convinced that any these per- 
formers are incapable doing good 
exciting work the future) comes the 
same time that two other contradictory 
forces have emerged: the rise punk 
rock and the pre-eminence cult per- 
formers (Graham Parker, Eno); and the 
entrenchment what can only des- 
cribed rock aristocracy (Rod Stewart 
and the Rolling Stones its prime English 
examples, the Southern California rock- 
ers its American). 

Because almost impossible meas- 
ure the effect punk rock concrete 
terms it’s not any the New York 
bands, much less the British groups, have 
hit the charts, received much air play 
attracted huge concert crowds easy 
dismiss the punks this point the 
aberration pop press starved 
new movement. But much the same 
way that most the best albums the 
last few years have come 
formers without mass appeal (be the 
McGarrigle Sisters Hank Williams, 
Jr.), most the best work this year comes 
from punk bands that have been com- 
mercially ignored (Television) not yet 
heard this country (the Clash, the 
Vibrators). has done nothing else 
far, punk least making people hate 
rock ‘n’ roll again. 


alienating most the rock audience 
(and hell lot others), punk has 
fragmented the audience even further. 
You don’t need sociologist tell you 
that Graham Parker crowd not the 
same Fleetwood Mac crowd. at- 
tacking the passive perfection pop, 
railing against the rock demigods the 
past, the British punks (and lesser ex- 
tent, the Americans) are demanding that 
rock fans choose sides: them and 
them anybody who accepts the trap- 
pings stardom. Their dichotomy, 
course, too easy. there anything 
that rock criticism has established, 
that pop isn’t ephemeral nature you 
don’t throw away the Rolling Stones for 
making something sentimental Love 
You Live more than you dismiss 
Hemingway for having written The Old 
Man and the Sea. But the punks have 
point. For the first time, there exists with- 
rock ‘n’ roll network performers, 
producers, entrepreneurs which func- 
tions true aristocracy. music 
community stratified and status- 
conscious Hollywood’s movie world 
was its heyday. Elvis Presley, Chuck 
Berry and the Everly Brothers may have 
known each other, but they didn’t all own 
houses Malibu necessarily share the 
same values record company execu- 
tives. Rock ‘n’ roll has always held out 
the possibility riches. That was part 
its original promise: stardom, the chance 
your own hero heroine. The 
danger such rewards, course, that 
they separate you from your original 
audience. But the punks even further:

they imply that the qualities championed 
the rock hegemony craft over in- 


vention, careerism over risk, 


over abandon reflect the values not 
only record companies, but the pre- 
vailing rock audience. them may 
too simple disposes lot good 
music but not altogether inaccur- 
ate.

tocracy than Rod Stewart. its dan- 
dy, its Cary Grant its Clark Gable. 
Brandy one hand, 
other, scarf fluttering behind his yellow- 
streaked hair, embodies rock’s good 
life. the romantic who wants all 
one the boys and the self-suffi- 
cient outsider, the star who can hold 
court exclusive discotheque and the 
modest ruffian who can drink beer the 
neighborhood bar. Because flaunts 
those contradictions boldly, the punks 
vilify him (and Jagger) more. than any- 
body else. Most the time Stewart made 
his contradictions work. Exploring the 
tensions they created somewhere be- 
tween the expectation the 
and the sorrow ‘’The First Cut 
the Deepest’’ made them ours. 
was the elegant bumbler whose self- 
mocking machismo scaled hockey arenas 
down arm’s length.

Puzo: Godfather ‘The Godfather’ 


Coppola has earned his lion’s share credit for the 
Godfather movies, appropriate that the complete title the 
NBC presentation Puzo’s The Godfather: The Complete 
Novel for Puzo supplied not merely the plot and 
characters that Coppola refined, but also many the concerns and 
themes both movies. Puzo, however, explored these more po- 
tently his other novels than did The Godfather. 

Those never read book will amazed they get 
after seeing the Godfather movies except for the character 
Hyman Roth, Cuban episode and his final deterioration, 
every figure and incident contained suggested the novel.

esian dance and recital In- 
dian classical dance with some 
trepidation. How, one wondered, 
could American eyes, ears and ex- 
pectations left behind without 
simultaneous loss the capacity 
for involvement and under- 
standing? This question prob- 
ably what keeps much the 
dance audience from such con- 
certs throughout the year. Yet one 
simple constant makes even the 
most exotic fare comprehensible: 
dance is, its most basic level, 
celebration the human body 
motion. And though its cultural 
accretions make Asian dance 
vastly different from that which 
are used seeing, the fact that 
also have human bodies live 
makes familiar. 

Each last month’s per- 
formances was divided into two 
segments illustrating discrete 
styles within the national tradi- 
tion. The dances West Java 
were from the penca and topeng 
babakan modes. Someone trained 
penca can defend himself with 
the same nine punches, thrown 
from the elbow, that learned 
for use ritual entertainment. 
Ethnographer Pamela Rodgers 
described the movements they 
were demonstrated, but then let 
hand and with variety wea- 
pons. penca match won with 
skill, not choreography; but 
the dance form, nobody gets hurt.

years now, environmentalists have 
warned about exhausting Nature’s 
bounty. Thanks their efforts, people 
are beginning realize the importance 
conservation. But there another, less 
publicized, threat the American Way 
Life. Right now, are living bor- 
rowed time. Before long people will run 
from store store, wildly searching the 
shelves for item longer available. 
The shortage pea coats will upon us. 

Actually, there’s sign that run 
out commercially made pea coats the 
near future. But these coats are for the 
most part inferior imitations the pea 
coat issued the Navy. The pea coat 
connoisseur, who wants warm, rugged 
coat that will last forever, has always 
turned used Navy-issue pea coats that 
have been resold surplus Army- 
Navy stores. Only Navy-issue pea coat 
warm and durable. Only Navy-issue 
pea coat the real thing. So, naturally, 
there’s already shortage the Navy- 
issue eight-buttoned, wide-collared, 
double-breasted blue coats, and the short- 
age will probably get worse. 

Can commercial pea coats take the 
slack? Not for the discriminating buyer. 
Commercial versions just don’t live 
the standards the genuine article. 
Navy pea coat can different from 
cheap commercial one Van Gogh 
from Van Gogh print. 

Commercial pea coats are made 100 
percent wool, they can keep you fairly 
warm. But second-hand Navy pea coats

will keep you warmer, because they use 
tighter weave. The older Navy-issue 
weave was 30-ounce Kersey (meaning 
that the fabric weighed ounces per 
square yard) and more recent Navy coats 
use 24-ounce fabric. Cheaper com- 
mercial coats use 18-, 16- even 14- 
ounce weave. With the cost wool 
all-time high, the trend toward lighter 
weaves, which offer less insulation from 
the wind and cold. Some imported coats 
even substitute unknown fabrics for the 
wool. Reconstituted wool routinely 
extreme case, what you get 
featherweight bit fluff that 
keep you warm the genuine article. 

Workmanship another reason why 
second-hand Navy pea coats are usually 
better product than the mass-produced 
item. The second-hand coat you buy 
Army-Navy store today may date back 
World War II.

This convoluted trade route, from 
manufacturer Navy enlisted men 
wholesaler retailer, the most 
direct the government will allow. rule, 
good clothing used the services never 
sold directly the commercial market. 
There one other source. The Navy 
sometimes rejects new coats because they 
don’t meet its standards. When the Navy 
orders pea coats rejects them 
defective, the coats become the property 
the manufacturer. The manufacturer 
usually sells them wholesale dis- 
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tributor who passes them Army- 
Navy retail outlets. These outlets some- 
times try pass off the defective coats 
the real thing. 

Fortunately, it’s not too hard tell 
defective original from true used Navy 
pea coat. The defective item usually 
spanking clean, while the second-hand 
Navy coat almost always looks little 
worn. defective coats, loose thread 
hangs from button, the lining 
heavily creased, the sleeve stitched 
up. It’s safer buy used Navy pea coat 
less than perfect condition: you may 
have have dry cleaned (all used 
clothing sold this country has already 
been cleaned once) wash yourself 
cold water and Woolite, but once it’s all 
gussied will warm, comfortable 
and even fashionable.

Interested consumers began 
vestigate the possible effects some 
the specific chemicals cosmetics. The 
Food and Drug Administration has 
tended ignore the problem: currently, 
cosmetics receive the least attention the 
adminstration’s research, and safety 
standards this field are way behind 
most civilized countries’. Sweden, Chile, 
Japan, Australia and Spain all have strict- 
laws governing the use chemicals 
making cosmetics, and members the 
European Economic Commission (France, 
Italy, Germany among others) have list 
442 compounds that cannot used 
cosmetics member countries. There 
also list provisionally permitted sub- 
stances that, the end three years, will 
prohibited unless proven safe. Many 
the substances both the prohibited 
and the provisional lists are commonly 
found American cosmetics. 

recent truth-in-labeling act didn’t 
help the cause. fact, drove

many label-reading consumers into the 
organic camp. They learned, for ex- 
ample, that typical lipstick formula con- 
tains percent castor oil, percent 
beeswax, percent carnauba wax, five 
percent lanolin and five percent various 
dyes, color agents and perfume. There 
some evidence that the dyes can 
cause cancer animals, and the animal 
fats and vegetable oil waxes may contain 
pesticides. Another cosmetic, eyebrow 
pencil, often contains petrolatum and 
lampblack (both petroleum products), 
aluminum silicate, stearic acids and 
paraffin distillate wood, coal, petro- 
leum shale oil that has caused cancer 
mice).
